FALLING sales of CDs and 
rising sales of music phones 
have seen the mobile market 
become a perfect outlet for the 
music business. 

A recent survey by research firm 
TNS revealed music to be the 
mobile phone application with most 
potential for growth, with 35 per 
cent of those surveyed saying they 
wanted to use this function more in 
the future.

“I don’t like all the spotlight and I 
find being asked for my autograph 
embarrassing. I hate it. This is what 
I do and I’m no different to the man 
on the street. 

“Superstar heroes? I don’t think 
so. The real heroes in this world are 
doctors and nurses, people who save 
lives. They do things that affect 
others. Okay, I can give pleasure to a

lot of people by playing football and 
helping West Ham win, but being 
humble takes you a long way in life. 

“There are so many people on this 
planet who do as much as footballers 
and don’t get the recognition. What I 
don’t like is when I meet people for 
the first time and they ask what I do 
and I say professional footballer, 
they immediately have an opinion. 

“Yet they don’t know me. I’m 
conscious of the image of the game 
and it is only a tiny minority that 
spoil it for the rest. It is the same in 
society, like for black people and the 
fight against racism. 

“It hurts me when I hear people 
say all footballers are overpaid and 
unintelligent. I get disheartened.” 

Reo-Coker’s father is a doctor, now 
separated from his mother Agnes, 
and lives back in Africa. “I don’t see 
him, it is not a sore point and I’m 
fine about it,” he said. 

“My mother pushed the family 
through education and that was her

ARGENTINA hardman Aldo Duscher last night 
claimed he could be Manchester United’s new Roy 
Keane. 


and claimed the Premiership race was on again. 

Boss Roman Abramovich even sent some of his men to 
the training ground last week to make sure everything 
was OK after a run of one win in five games. 

But cocky Mourinho is as unshakeable as ever ahead 
of Saturday’s clash with revitalised Newcastle. 

The Blues boss said: “There’s no shame in defeat 
against Manchester United. On the contrary, it shows 
we are the best because we were champions, because 
we are leaders, because we will be champions for the 
second year running. 

“Tam with my players, I am not afraid of the future. 

“Our run of 40 Premiership games without defeat had 


to end and ended in the 
best way. 

“It came against a great 
team in a game which was 
a credit to everyone who 
took part in it. 


“We were aware on the 
day that even some anti- 
Manchester United people 
were against us but we 
were calm and very well- 
prepared. 

“It did not frighten us. It 
made us understand even 
better where our path had 
taken us. 

“Tm not a coach who 
cries but I try to find solu- 
tions. I did so after the 
defeat against Real Betis in 
the Champions League and 
will do so again more 
easily now. 

“Working after a just 
and clear defeat is not the 
same as taking a group of 
players and guiding them 
after an unjust defeat — 
we were unlucky.” 

Mourinho has only lost 
two of his 50 Premiership 
games and they were both 
in Manchester — against 
City last season and United 
earlier this month. 

But he has still not been 
beaten in the league at 
Stamford Bridge and he is 
still immensely popular 
among his players. 

Chelsea striker Didier 
Drogba claims his boss is a 
genius because he has

taught his Chelsea play- 
ers how to “think” their 
way to victory. 

The Ivory Coast star calls 
Mourinho “the greatest 
manager” and laughs at 
those who think he is 
simply a tactical bore. 

Drogba, a £24m buy from 
Marseille in the summer of 
2004, said: “The way we 
organise our play at 
Chelsea is simply down to 
the fact that Jose has taught 
us how to think. 

“He is a brains coach. 
This is his greatest 
strength. 

“He knows how to work 
with players’ minds and he 
develops our intelligence. 

Stupid 

“When we take to the 
field, we don’t need to have 
tried out a particular tactic 
beforehand. 

“We can reason things 
out and choose the correct 
approach all by ourselves. 

“People have the stupid 
idea that Mourinho is 
obsessed with tactics and 
that this has made all the 
difference for Chelsea in 
the English game. 

“But, let me tell you, 
since the start of the sea- 
son, we have just had one 
session devoted to tactics. 

“At Marseille, we would 
have 10 times as many and 


I can’t imagine how many 
more there would be at 
Italian clubs like Juventus 
or AC Milan.” 

Since he arrived at 
Stamford Bridge from FC 
Porto in the summer of 
2004, Mourinho has had 
major bust-ups. 

He has been upset with 
the FA and UEFA as well as 
Barcelona and has also 
managed to get involved in 
the long-running, bitter 


feud with Arsenal boss 
Wenger, which took a new 
twist this week. 

Drogba said: “For me, 
Mourinho is the greatest 
manager. 


Upstart 


“He is a delightful guy 
who nobody can fathom 
out because they just go by 
his appearance. 

“People call him an arro- 
gant upstart and a wind-up 


merchant simply because 
he says what he thinks. 

“He arrived in England 
at the same time as I did, 
saying that he was here to 
win the Premiership. 

“But he has won it. So 
what is arrogant about 
that?” 

Drogba added: “You just 
need to take a look at the 
manager’s CV. 

“You can’t argue with 
what he has achieved.” 


The Deportivo La Coruna midfielder is desperate 
for a move to the Premiership - and feels he is 
good enough to replace Keane. 

United and Newcastle have both tabled £5m bids 
for the 26-year-old but Deportivo president 
Augusto Cesar Lendoiro wants £8m. 

Sir Alex Ferguson has made Bayern Munich’s 
Michael Ballack his top midfield target to replace 
Keane, who is out of contract in the summer and 
set to leave. 

But Fergie fears it will take two players to replace 
his skipper and Duscher’s lawyer Jorge Aidar is 
expected to visit Manchester this week for talks. 


Duscher said: “I am 
not concerned about 
playing in England. 

“I am a person who 
loves taking risks and 
the Premiership would 
be a fantastic adventure 
for me. I am totally 
ready for the battle. 

Tough 

“Roy Keane is almost 
unique. In fact, he 
plays like a tough 
Argentinian, which is 
why I feel we are so 
similar. If Manchester 
United choose me then 
I could do his job. 

“I am a player who 
has no fear of the 
physical game. The 
Premiership will be 
perfect for my charac- 
teristics on the field. 

“But the decision 
depends on Deportivo. 

“I have my preference 
of which club I want to 
join but the president, 
Lendoiro, is clear on 
this subject. The club 
which pays more 
money is the favourite 
for the transfer. 

“Manchester United 
and Newcastle are both 
great clubs and it is a 
very difficult decision. 

“Tf, finally, Deportivo 
decide to sell I would 
not want to make a 
mistake.” 

Duscher is already 
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infamous at 
Trafford after break- 
ing David Beckham’s 
foot in a Champions 
League game before 
the 2002 World Cup. 

He added: “I have for- 
gotten what happened 
with Beckham in 2002. 

“Tt was an unhappy 
moment but it is over 
and I do not think it 
will spoil my chances of 
going to Old Trafford 
or playing in England. 

“Gabriel Heinze wants 
me to go to United and 
is speaking very well 
about me but also I 
know that Albert Luque 
is my ambassador with 
Graeme Souness and 
Newcastle.
